No. 35/6/52-FubUc, — The swearing-in of Shrl Rajendr* Prasad President-Elect 
of India, will take place In the Constituent Assembly Hall at 8-30 a.m. on Tuesday 
the 13th May, 1952- 

For this Ceremony there will assemble in the Constituent Assembly Hall the 
Prime Minister of India and other Members of the Cabinet, the Vice-President-Elect, 
the Chief Justice of India, the Speaker of the House of the People, Chiefs of Diplo- 
matic Missions; Rulers of Indian States, Members of the House of People and Council 
of States, Chief Commissioner, Delhi, Ministers of Delhi State and the principal 
Civil and Military Officers of the Government of India and the Armed Forces. 

2. The Oath of Office will be taken by the President-Elect in the presence of the 
Chief Justice of India as prescribed by the Constitution. A salute of 31 guns will 
be fired. The President will then make a short speech. Thereafter he will 
administer the Oath of Office to the Vice-President and will leave the Constituent 
Assembly Halt 

3. Uniforms will be worn by officers of the Defence Services and the Police, 
Other gentlemen attending the function will wear the formal or prescribed Indian
